every week to Vaucresson, a suburb 
of Paris, to meet a German asent. 
M. Malvy declared that he never- had 
gdne to Vaucresson. " M. Maginot 
arose and explained tha twhen Dau- 
det visited him he had declared him- 
self, absolutely sure of the informa- 
tion, he '•produced. 
Declaring that he wished to put 


an end to the "almereyda legend," 
M. Malvy said that he had never 
been on intimate terms with the ed- 
itor of the Bonnet Rouge.

It one compares the war map of

the advantages in favor of the allies 
ton the main front, I. e.. the western 
front, stand out in clear relief; hut 
the attention must not be allowed to 
iremaiu fixed on <a number of square 
kilometers—be the number large or 
iunall—which have already been gained 
ior which still remain to be taken. Very 
joften the taking of the smallest por- 
jtion of ground has more significance 
(than a victory gained over a large 
area; the enemy expends more than 
he reckoned on, more than he should. 
There has been attrition. 
; It is this which we are now going to 
prove, says the New York Sun, by com- 
paring the German military situation 
In 1916 to that of this year.

The allies are reduced, one after the 


other, to the defensive.

1 The French had resisted admirably 


t Verdun, where German military 


power certainly attained its climax; 
shortly afterward the French had 
enough energy to undertake, in com- 
pany with the English, the battle of 
the Somuie on July 1, which was not 
decisive. 
\ The Italians, having seen their front 
pierced for CO kilometers between the 
Lake of Garda and the height of Asta, 
recovered themselves, but were then 
stopped after the fall of Goritz. 
' The Russians were checked after 
their splendid offensive in June be- j 
tween the Propet marshes and the 
Boumanian frontier. 
; The Oriental army had not been able 
lo advance beyond Monastir. 
\ Lastly, Roumania was invaded. 


However, after the taking of Buchar- 


principal points of which we must re- 
member : 


Development of submarine warfare.

We will not here attempt to deter- 


mine to what point of i-lllclency tin- 
first part of the plan lias lu-en brought: 
it does not, luiwovor. appear that Ger- 
many can over obtain decisive results 
by nor submarine warfare, which on 
the contrary involves her in heavy ex- 
penditure of men and materials. 


The second part has plainly failed; 


13 divisions only have been formed up 
to the present. They appear to be but 
of mediocre value, old men and quite 
young boys making up the numbers. It 
is true, however, that they have not 
been regularly, recruited, the men hav- 
ing, it seems, voluntarily enlisted. 


The third part of the plan did doubt- 


less at the beginning meet with full 
measure of success. The Hindenburg 
line, on which during many months 
thousands of soldiers and even prison- 
ers worked persistently, as well as the 
men and women of the invaded district, 
was a masterpiece of fortification; cer- 
tain strategic works will remain as 
models in the history of modern war. 


Hindenburg Line Damaged. 


The object of this line was to guar- 


antee a necessary respite for the re- 
organization of the Germany army and 
for an effort on other fronts by oppos- 
ing an impassable obstacle to the im- 
minent offensive of the French and 
English. 
The famous "spontaneous 


falling back" of the German forces on 
this line proves to what a point of ex- 
haustion they had come. 


The Anglo-French forces did not fol- 


low this dilatory method; in April they 
took up a vigorous offensive and dam- 
aged the Hindenburg -line in several 
places. 


This battle of the Aisne and of 


Champagne (April 16 to May 10,1917), 
\vhich will go down to posterity as one 
of the most sanguinary battles of the 
war, not only assured to the allies the 
conquest of the positions—the impor- 
tance of which was indisputably re- 
vealed by the fury of the battles and 
counter-attacks—but it had a consider- 
able effect on the military situation 
and the German military strength. 


On the Verdun front from February. 


1916. to February, 1917, Germany had 
engaged 5G divisions and a half, 14 of 
which went to the front twice and six 
three times. 


From April 9 to May 11.1917,1. e.. in 


one month only. 84 divisions 


American Officers at the French Front. 


She appeared to be fatigued. 


The weight of the war had certainly 


fallen more and more on her shoulders, 
especially after the irremediable weak- 
ening of the Austrian army, which at 
the time of the Russian and Italian of- 
fensives lost 800,000 men. We will only 
mention the weight of the Turkish and 
Bulgarian armies by way of remem- 
brance. 


From the point of view of numbers 


the repercussion of the sanguinary bat- 
tle of thc Sommc made itself felt. Ger- 
many was really undergoing a contin- 
ual wearing out process in order to i 


the Germans on 


and Champagne front. Seven of these 
divisions were said to have been 
brought up twice.

49,579 prisoners (970 officers).

which constituted the supreme strategic 
mass, that which was to render possi- 
ble the famous "Hindenburt: surprise."

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tact In July. Four-fifths of the German 
reserves had been thrown into the fur-

Now 
du'-itiK the o(TennIv*-s of 1910 the allies 
only took 208 officers out of 11.000 
men. 
We have here nil undeniable 


proof of the diminishing value of thu 
German army and of the waste In the 
alllcers' ranks. 


Allies In Far Better Caw. 


To the dnta given above It is easy 


to make the following objection: If 
Germany, bus suffered losses which 
seriously compromise her reserves, is 
it not the same or even worse with 
the allies? 


First of all. It Is not worse. 
The 


allied front Is not so vast, and it ban 
been proved, moreover, that in their 
method of fighting the Germans use 
more men. either because their gen- 
eral stnft" professes a certain contempt 
for what it calls "human material" 
(let us not forget .the hecatombs of 
the Yser, of Verdun and the Somme) 
or because they persist In the 
effi- 


ciency of attacks In massed formation. 
But then these tactics seem to be nec- 
essary, because the German soldier, 
taken Individually, does not possess 
the qualities of "go" and Initiative 
which distinguish the French, as^their 
morale is not always good and" also 
because the best units have depreciat- 
ed little by little since they selected 
from their ranks the elite elements of 
the famous "shock troops" (stosstrup- 
pen). 


And meanwhile time is passing. Be- 


sides her interior problems, which are 
becoming daily more aggravated, Ger- 
many has to solve a real crisis in the 
wearing out of her military strength. 
"Mitteleuropa" is not, whatever one 
may say of it, a fairy country which 
escapes the laws of natural equilib- 
rium ; a single glance at the map shows 
that her reservoir of men must mathe- 
matically—even with equal losses—be 
dried up more quickly than thnt of the 
allies, -which Is being continually re- 
filled from all the corners of the globe. 


The Oriental fronts may momentar- 


ily bend, but In any et£nt they con- 
sume thousands of men, and the mo- 
ment will come when the famous "Gen- 
eral Winter" will begin his terrible of- 
fensive from the Baltic to the Black 
sea. 


United States Counted On. 


And all this time, the United States, 


with 
Invincible 
determination 
and 


methods, is preparing fresh armies 
whose military qualities, organization, 
training and equipment will before 
long be the admiration of the whole 
world. 


Normal opinion cannot therefore but 


logically concur in the opinion recent- 
ly" expressed by Judge E. H. Gary, 
president of the .United States Steel 
corporation, in the press: "In any 
event It Is only a question of time be- 
fore the allies must be successful." 


Time is working for us. From 1914 


to 1917 France has beilt up, from the 
Yser to the Marne, before Verdun, 
Nancy and Belfort, the wall in the 
shelter of which they have set to work. 
The Important point is that the wall 
holds; it held its own before a formid- 
able Germany when-it was still but a 
weak protection; before a Germany 
growing weaker every day it is holding. 
It will hold until the moment when the 
concentration of the allied and Ameri- 
can forces brings about the supreme 
iffensive.

average sperm is worth about $2,500. 
In a normal catch of 300 whales per 
season at Gray's Harbor plant only 
from six to ten are sperm. A catch 
of six sperms In two days breaks all 
records.

SOX AND GIANTS 
EVENLY MATCHED 
FOR BIG SERIES 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, Oct. 5.—When 
the 


Chicago Americans and 
the New 


York Nationals, respective winners 
of their league championships, meet 
in the opening game of 
the 
1917 


World Series at 
Comiskey Park, 


Chicago, tomorrow, the contest will 
bring together teams 
of virtually 


equal 
offensive 
and 
defensive 


strength. So far as it is possible to 
ascertain in advance there is little if 
any advantage in favor of one or the 
other combination. Any analysis of 
the work of the individual players 
and the teams as units shows that 
if there is a preference in one divis- 
ion the margin of strength is coun- 
terbalanced by the opponents' edge 
in another department of the play. 


Both the White 
Sox and 
the 


Giants are clubs of unusual calibre 
with brilliant young players holding 
down certain positions while 
older 


and veteran professionals, scattered 
throughout the combinations, steady 
the teams and give that touch of ex- 
perience necessary to perfect any 
machine. 
If there is any outstand- 


ing advantage which will count in 
the contests of the next few days it 
may be that the preponderance of 
players who have taken part in pre- 
vious World Series will favor the 
New York Giants. Even this is prob- 
lematical, however, for the history of 
this- baseball classic is not wanting 
in examples where youthful players, 
unnoted by fame, have proved the 
stars and deciding factors in the bat- 
tle for the interleague championship. 


From every * angle of comparison 


•he conclusion is reached that the 
series about to begin will prove one 
of the most exciting and 
closely 


fought since these 
contests 
were 


taken in charge by the National Com- 
mission in 1905 and made an annual 
climax to the baseball season. 
A 


study of the records of the players 
and the teams in their 
respective 


leagues develops the fact that so far 
as figures and averages can disclose 
there is little margin of advantage 
for either club. Taking the person- 
nel of the teams as they are expect 
ed to enter the battle, the statistics 
show that the Giants are a 
trifle 


stronger in hitting while the White 
Sox have a few points the better of 
the fielding. 'The National League 
standard bearers appear to have the 
edge in double plays but the Chicago 
combination offsets this with more 
stolen bases indicating greater speed 
upon the baselines. 


It is one of the axioms of World 


Series play that the winning of the 
first game carries greater 
w'eight 


than the mere numerical value of 
victory and for this reason it is cus- 
tomary for the managers of the rival 
teams to send their best pitcher to 
the mound in order to gain the lead 
and have the same twirler available 
for the third., fifth, 
even seventh 


game should the occasion arise. For 
this reason the general .expectation 
is that Manager Rowland will select 
Cicotte to face the Giants while Man- 
ager McGraw 
will 
depend upon 


Schupp. 


Both these twirlers are among the 


star pitchers of their leagues, with 
lemarkable records for the pennant 
season just closed., Cicotte is a right 
hander with a pitching average of 
.667; 
earned runs per inning of 1.54 


and close 150 strike-outs to his cred- 
it for the year. Schupp Is a left 
hander with a pitching average of 
.731; 
earned runs per innnig 1.92 


and a strike-out record which at 
least equals Cicotte's. 
With these 


sensational hurlers working in the 
initial game and the other divisions 
of the teams as evenly matched as 
the accompanying figures would ap- 
pear to indicate, it can easily be un- 
derstood why the adherents of the 
rival clubs are loath to offer odds in 
financially backing their belief that 
the home combination will capture 
four of the seven games necessary to 
clinch the championship.

the checks and a small per cent of them have been placed in envelopes and ad- 
dressed and will be mailed Saturday, October 6th.

jewel box and see if you have any plat- 
inum there. If so, give it or sell It to 
Uncle Sam, who needs it to help fight 
the war. 


A great quantity of platinum is 


needed by the war and navy depart- 
ments for certain delicate parts of the 
ignition systems of motor boats, air- 
planes and motor cars to be used in 
America's part of the fight against 
Germany. 


Nothing else will take the place of 


platinuip in the manufacture of sul-' 
phuric acid, so Indispensible for the 
making of smokeless gunpowder. In 
the form of "fulminate" it is used for 
cartridge caps, shell fuses and "de- 
tonators" for all sorts of projectiles, 
and hand grenades and bombs. 


Fulminate of mercury also is one 


of the most powerful of explosives. 
It is also one of the most sensitive, 
so much so that it cannot be handled 
with any degree of safety, except by 
experts. 
For war use it is put in 


small metal capsules, the tiniest quan- 
tity of which is sufficient to start into 
action the most lazy explosives load- 
ed in projectiles. 


This country produces not more than 


ten per cent of what it consumes in 
peace times, and Russia, whose output 
for many years has represented 95 per 
cent of the world production, is now 
mining less than one-fourth of the 
quantity she supplied prior to the war. 
The precious mineral which some 
years ago was worth only a little more 
than $23 an ounce, has today a market 
value of over §100 an ounce. 


The rarity of the metal is seen 


when the world's production since 
1843 has been less than 160 short 
tons.

was found In the Ural mountains, 
where miners go after it by digging pits 
to a depth of 15 feet or more, and then 
burrow, rat fashion, in every di- 
rection.

Since the United States entered the 


wnr approximately 25.000 men have 
applied for commissions In the avia- 
tiou corps. Seven thousand—most of 
thorn fresh from college—have been 
accepted for the educational and aer- 
ial tests. Of this number about 50 per 
cent are expected to prove capable and 
will be accepted as flyers. 


Hundreds of applications continue 


to be reeeh ed at the department daily. 
Secretary Baker is satisfied the United 
States will have no shortage of good 
livers when the country's new im- 
mense air fleet is ready. At present 
the government has many more avail- 
able men for training than it has ma- 
chines to train them with. 


The aviation examination is the 


stiffest in the military branch. The 
men must be almost physically per- 
fect. As between two men of general- 
ly equal qualifications a college man is 
given the preference. 


Working for Commissions. 


There are 1,000 men in the various 


ground schools and training camps 
working 
for 
commissions. 
Within 


three months the war department ex- 
pects to have at least 3,000 in training. 
The increase will depend upon the 
rapidity with which training machines 
are turned out by the Air Production 
board. 


After the board has completed its 


construction program upward of 5,000 
men will be constantly in training. 
As soon as a squadron completes its 
work and proves its ability the men 
will be shifted to France to complete 
their post-graduate courses. 


Finished flyers are being used in 


training new men. 
Within a short 


time the general movement in small 
numbers toward France will start and 
men will continue to cross the Atlantic 
at intervals until the spring when 
great numbers will go along with the 
other forces. 


There are eight "ground" schools in 


tlie country where applicants for com- 
missions are sent after being accepted 
by the department. The schools are 
attached at Princeton, Cornell, Massa- 
chusetts, 
Institute 
of 
Technology, 


Georgia Technology and the Universi- 
ties of Illinois, Texas, Ohio and Cali- 
fornia. After courses in fundamental 
flying here the candidates are sent to 
the military aviation fields. 


Aviation Fields. 


These are located at Mineola, Saa 


Diego, Cal.; San Antonio, Tex.; Es- 
sington, Pa.; Fairfield, O".; Rantoul, 
111.; Belleville, EL; Mount Clements, 
Mich.; Fort Sill, Okla., and Hampton, 
Va. The department soon will select 
fifteen additional sites. 


New fields will be ready to receive 


candidates as soon as there 
are 


enough machines available with which 
to train them. 


In addition to the men already ac- 


cepted, It is believed many thousands 
of applications will be received from 
drafted men. Provost General Crow- 
der has ruled that any drafted man 
after reaching the cantonments may 
apply for a commission in the avia- 
tion corps. 


Twenty-five 
thousand 
men 
have 


offered to enlist for the mechanical 
work connected with the corps. When 
the war department's program is com- 
pleted it is estimated the corps will 
consist of 100.000 men of all grades 
—or as many men as the entire Amer- 
ican army consisted of two years ago.
